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MEXICO. 



One of our future battlefields will, we hope, 
be Mexico, a part of that delightful isthmus 
which serves lo link the two America's to- 
gether. For beauty and natural grandeur its 
scenery is unsurpassed. Mountains rise on 
every hand, snow-capped and serene, flushing 
pink in the morning dawn, oearl-white at 
noon, and gleaming rosy-red at sunset. Here 
and there an extinct volcano looms majestic- 
ally in the sky ; others, still active, pour forth 
ashes and smoke. Fir and pine trees clothe 
the loftiest heights; funereal cypresses flour- 
ish on the steeps, and down below green 
maize and yellow corn alternate with fields 
of sugar-cane in the- valleys. The treeless 
plains, or savannahs, arc beautiful with v.'ild 
flowers in spring — scarlet, white, and purple 
anemones being especially plentiful; and the 
waste places are glorified by enormous cacti, 
which represent vegetation in some ot its 
quaintest and strangest forms. 

Mexico is essentially the miners' Eldorado. 
Gold, silver, copper, and iron are four of her 
staple commodities, and the whole country 
abounds in mineral wealth. Thousands of 
men of various nationalities labor in the silver 
mines of Guanaxuato, Tasco, and Pachuca, 
or toil in the coal mines. What a wide field 
of opportunity is open here to the Salvation 
Army officer. The needs of the miners of the 
Klondike sink into insignificance beside the 
needs of the .Mexican miner, whose spiritual 
senses arc blunted by greed of gold rather 
than by loss, or cold, or starvation. 

Summer lasts seven months, the wet sea- 
son three months, and January is the coldest 
month of the year. 

In some parts of the valleys the soil is 
decidedly marshy, though not a few of the 
once numerous small lakes have entirely dis- 
appeared. Indeed, the city of Mexico itself 
is built on what was centuries ago the bed 
of a lake. Even now, after heavy rains, its 
admirably-constructed roads are deeply flood- 
ed. But this humidity does not stem to be 
prcjudical to the public health, and nialarii 
and yellow fever claim only a small propor- 
tion of the inhabitants for their victims. 

Several diftcrent races inhabit Mexico, two- 
fifths of the entire population being Indians, 
the true native people. In appearance the 
Mexican Indian strongly resembles his Red 
Indian cousin, both having the same copper- 
colored complexion, straight black hair, long 
eyes, and grave, melancholy expression. But 
the Red Indian is rapidly dying out, whilst 
the Mexican race is steadily increasing. The 
rest of the inhabitants comprise Europeans, 
Creoles (whites born in America), Mulattos 
(descendants of whites and negroes), a few 
Chinese, Malays, and Africans. Europeau 
costumes are largel}" favored by the Mex- 
icans, though numbers still cling to the na- 
tive dress. This is a tight-fitting jacket over 
wai.stcoat and pantaloons of black cloth or 
leather, garnished with buttons and steel 
chains, wide felt hats, oranmented with sil- 
ver, a loose scarf, and spurred boots. 

The prevailing faith is Roman Catholicism, 
the conquered Indians having been forced 
to adopt the creed of their conquerors. There 
is therefore ample room for the Salvation 
Army to leach them the real significance of 
conversion. The Mexican Indian still retains 
his freedom-loving nature, and often makes 
his home on the summits and brows of the 
mountains in preference to becoming a mere 
town dweller. 

The Mexican roads are straight and broad, 
and the very wide pavements are lit with 
electric light or gas, while tramways are 
general. 

The houses are built in fine blocks, with 
many windows and projecting balconies. 
Shops usually occupy the ground floor, the 
living rooms being on the first storey. Flow- 
ers and plants in pots stand about every- 
where. 

Neither chimneys nor cellars enter into 
the house architect's plans, a,s stoves are 



never used in the long summer months, an;! 
the humid state of the soil makes undcr- 
groimd cellars impossible. Long files, or 
" reqnas." of horses or nniles are common, 
sometimes as many as fifty walking in a line. 

The Mexican is a keeper of early hours. 
Nightfall spells " bedtime " to the whole 
populace, and by nine o'clock the streets are 
weirdly empty and silent. Some of the cafes., 
and one or two of the theatres may be open 
to a later hour — but that is all. Midnight 
Drunkards' Urigados would be scarcely n 
advantage here, however niucli they may be 
needed elsewhere, though intemperance is 
a common vice. The national intoxicants arc 
rum and pulque — a white beverage made of 
a Mexican aloe. The latter is exposed for 
sale in open barrels painted with green, white, 
or red — the national colors — ^and doled out 
to each customer in tall glasses. StrecL 
drunkards are carted off to the guard-house 
in tumbrils supplied by the police, and are 
keut under a sliglit supervision for two or 
three days after. The Water Carrier is -i 
pleasing figure about the streets, with his 
White straw hat and enormous amphoroe, 
and he secures many appreciative patrons. 

The market is held under booths, the goods 
being displayed for sale on rush mats. Butter 
is sold wrapped up in three leaves of maize, 
in unconscious imitation of the English farm- 
er's wife, who sends her creamy wares to 
market shrouded in succulent green leaves. 
The butcher also advertises his wares — great 
carcasses \\hich in no way ha"e 'os^ •'"' r

flavor or nutrunent, though already thorough- 
ly dried in the sun. But fruit, usually finds 
the readiest purchasers, and here is a rich as- 
sortment. Golden bananas, water-melons, 
and oranges are sold, with many other fruits 
and vegetables of " European reputation.'' 
For the flora of temperate climes has been 
largely introduced into Mexico by the differ- 
ent colonists, and many of these attain to a 
size and luxuriance unknown in their native 
land. 

In so wealthy a country as Mexico, wheie 
nature is prodigal of her choicest gifts, it seems 
inconsistent that there should be any poor. 
Nevertheless the contrast between the weal- 
thy citizens of Mexico and the lower cla.sses 
is painfully marked. Extreme poverty and 
its attendant evils may not be immediately 
apparent; but they are there. The Social 
workers of the Salvation Army would find 
ample scope for compassionate offices auioug 
the city poor. ProfcssioiwI beggars, of 
course, are no less in evidence at Mexico than 
they are in Rome and other Continental cities. 
Every time you walk the streets a noisy horde 
surrounds you, clamoring for «lnis in the 
sacred names of "Jesus, Joseph, and Mary." 
And this importunate plea rarely fails to soft- 
en the heart of the most obdurate hearer. 
Beggars, all the world over, apparently con- 
sider a little religious sentiment helpful in 
pointing their petitions. There are even 
homeless poor in Mexico. What of them? 
Well, the market-place being generally their 
resort, here they come with their meagre 
clothing, and wolfish-looking faeces, and keep 



perpetual watch, as it were, over tli sellers 
of the market wares, who let them li tvc the 
refuse of their goods. Purchasers ;iIho fling 
them an occasional alms, but at most their 
life is hard and precarious, and de^^itiUe of 
all comfort. . . . 

Ofie pleasing trait in Mexican circles is 
their disregard of " caste and color." so for- 
midable a barrier to social itltercouri, m India 
and elsewhere. The Whites m.ingi.- fresly 
with the Mexican Indians in their ncreationa 
and business pursuits. They also sh.irc di; 
same educational advantages, ai^' in ihe 
Academy of Fine Aits the two races labor 
side by side. 

Cecil Rhodes' dying word: " So little done, 
so much to do," is a plaintive cry i'rom ono 
who worked so nobly and well foi political 
ends, but is it not a more fitting w :r-cry for 
those, who, however weakly, are diiiiig their 
utmost to bring the world to G-i.l? At all 
events, there is " much to do '' yet for the 
social and spiritual uplifting of Cliiistianiscd 
Mexico.

We see, then, why those who insist fortvcr 
on the fact of a man's infirm, n\> ::ii,l linii 
ations and sinfulness do but dcprc-s people, 
and render them an easy prey to :i lliousaml 
unworthy fears and temptations. \\ r shoulii 
resist all mean thoughts of Goil's power ti 
save from sin even as we resist .lU iiioan and 
cowardly fears about our heolih. There is 
no temptation permitted that is in" stiuiigfor 
us; there is always a way of c.-^cmi e. Let us 
believe this though we doubt :t;! else. To 
doubt here is to be lost. Fear kills faitli 
fear deadens surrender; fear maki- men cow 
ardly, and keeps alive their selii^MjK■3S. ^" 
wonder Christ was forever s:i\ ing, ' Fear 
not." Fear is catching, and one coward inay 
lead to the rout of a whole army. But fear 
lessness is also catching, and God would have 
His people face the difficulties ..f life witli 
a cheerful optimism, and with :i Mnrdy faitJi 
which laughs at the thousand '■impossibil- 
ities " of an unspiritual religior. Only Oj 
becoming victors over fear can \v- In; a Dless 
ing to the world.

Major Wm, Forester, for many years i 
popular social figure in Toronto, passed awav 
at Oakville. 

.A.n elderly woman, of Windsor, committed 
sin'cide at London, Ont., in the .^sylunl, by 
hanging herself. 

Mary Barton, a woman about forty vcars 
of age, living on Eastern Ave., Toronto, was 
found dead at that address. 

On Sunday night Alf. Jordan was admitted 
into the Emergency Hospital, Toronto, suf- 
fering fron.i injuries received bv falling from 
a tree aithe'Hnmbcr. 

Brantford was the scene of another drown- 
ing fatality, the Victim being a little lad of 
eight years old. He went for a swim but wa.^; 
carried out of his depth. 

Wilfred Lund, the seven-year-^)ld son of 
the Assistant Manager of the Canadian Rub- 
ber Co., Toronto, died from injuries received 
bv a fall from a peddler's waggon. 

A sad incident occurred at Clinton. Ont , 
when the daughter of D. A. Forrester, who 
had been taking medicine, made a mistake 
and swallowed a potion of earbolic acid. Sh.? 
died in the evening. 

A Toronto lad, Harry Bolger, living on 
Balhurst St., was playing in a lane and wa.i 
struck by a strav bullet from a revolver, and 
his arm severely injured. The police arc in- 
vestigating the matter. 

Newton Lovett, a pupil at the Hess Street 
School, Hamilton, Ont., was playing with a 
toy pistol, when il went off and caused a 
wound in his face. At the hospital the bullet 
was extracted. 

Dean Henry, of Toronto, 'vith his parents 
and friends, were on a picnic at Shcrbrooke, 
Que., when, in swimming, he was carried 
over the falls and drowned. His friends made 
futile attempts to reach him. 

A disastrous fire occurred at St. Catharine; 
on Friday, when the entire plant of the St. 
Catharines Box and Lumber Company on 
Niagara Street was totally destroyed. Tlic 
loss is placed at some fifty thou.sand dollars. 
In addition to the above loss, some sparks 
and burning embers aiighted oii a ho-.isc haif 
a mile away, and it was burnt to the ground. 

On June 19th Toronto witnessed a mid- 
night blaze on Jordan St. The fire o-i?iiiated 
on the second floor of No. 5, a bookbindery. 
and spread rapidly by wav of the elevator 
shaft at the rear to the third and fourth flats. 
The firemen were severely handicapped in 
their work by the presence of nitric acid. 
The conflagration was subdued after a hard 
fight. 

A fireman named James Campbell, em- 
ployed at the City Hall, Toronto, was fonud 
by the night-watchman in a dazed condition 
in the boiler room of the Municipal Buildings, 
He was assisted to the Emergency Hospital 
where it was found he was suffering from 
concussion of the brain, and a gash on the 
top of the head indicated a blow from a sharp 
instrument. He cannot account for his con- 
dition.

The State of Massachusetts has passed a 
law protecting the theatres from aldermen 
and ward councillors, who claimed and re- 
ceived privileges on the free list for years 
past.

Pn'tish Briefs. 

Mr. Wilson, after many years of honorable 
service, is about to retire from the position of 
senior doorkeeper at the House of Commons. 
He is succeeded by Mr. Inglcfield, the junior 
doorkeeper. 

Consequent upon the death of the late Mr. 
J. S. Forbes, the Board of the London, Chat- 
ham and Dover Railway Company has bi^en 
strengthened by the appointment of Sir 
Vincent Caillard and Mr. Nathaniel Spcens. 

A sensation was caused at the Royal .A.gri- 
ctiltural Hall, Islington, by the sudden illness 
of Lady Audrey Bulicr. It subsequently 
transpired that her ladyship had burst .1 
blood-vessel. The performance in the arena 
was at once stopped. Her ladyship is pro- 
gressing favorably. 

At a friendly society festival, in a Berkshire 
parish, the vicar, who presided, suggested the 
formation of carving classes for the village 
lads during the winter evenings, to which a 
farmer rejoined, amidst much laughter, that 
he hoped tlicy would carve a cow so that the 
lads could learn to milk properly. 

Right Hon. .A.lfrcd Lyttclton gave a dinner 
at the Colonial Office on June 24th, in honor 
of the King's birthday. The chief snests 
included Mr. Chamberlain, Lord Strathcona, 
the Duke of Marlb'irough, and Lord Tenny- 
son. The guests afterwards attended the 
Lansdowne reception at Lansdowne House. 

Mrs. Rebecca Birks was one of those who 
discovered the secret of longevity, for her 
life has just closed at Doncastcr at the age 
of 104. Tlie length of her days is well at- 
tested. Slie was a native of Epwortb, Lin- 
colnshire (tlic birthplace of John AVcsIey}, 
and tliere is a double verification of her bap- 
tism on September rst, lygcj. It is set out in 
a family Bible, and a copy of the entry in the 
parish church register has also been taken 
out by Mr. Parkin, a Doncastcr solicitor, by 
whom Mrs. Birks had been employed as 
caretaker. The entry is, " Rebecca, daughter 
of Joseph and Frances Brooks, Epworth, bap- 
tized, Sept. I, 1799. — ^J. Gib.son, curate of 
EpAVorth." Mrs. Birks' family was a long- 
lived one. Her mother died at the age of 87, 
her brother at 86, and her sister at 93. In 
her youth Mrs. Birks was considered to bo 
delicate, but these misgivings, as events have 
proved, were misplaced. She ate meat very 
sparingly, and was foud of toast and tea, a 
little warm beer sweetened with sugar, but 
rejected spirits. Until a few weeks ago siie 
was about in a bath chair, but. sustaining in- 
juries through a fall, was since then confined 
to her room. The old lady married in 1826, 
and her husband died in 1865, at the age of 
70. He was a miller by trade, and at one time 
Tvas tenant of an old windmill at Thornc, near 
Doncastcr, which was built in 1629. 



International Items. 

Two Tyrolese peasants were caught in an 
avalanche while crossing Silvettra Pass, on 
the Swiss frontier. Neither of the bodies has 
been recovered. 

In a fit of passion an eighteen-year-old ser- 
vant girl of Cracow, in Poland, has killed her 



mistress, the wife of a professor, with a 
hatchet and disappeared. 

A telegram from St. Louis reports that 
General Cronjc is to marry a South African 
widow of German descent, and that the wed- 
ding has been fixed for .July 7th. The Gen- 
eral is nearly 70. His first wile died some 
time ago. 

-Sergeant Jahnke, of the 34th Division of 
the German Army, stationed at Met/., lia.s 
been found guilty on a charge of having, in 
lOE instances, ill-'treatud soldiers by kicking, 
beating, and striking them. The itrisoiu-r 
was sentenced to four months' imjirisonmi-nt, 
but the court refused to reduce the accused 
to the ranks. 

A student of chemistry, named Paul Tlior- 
vart, of Munich, while niakinsr an ascent of 
the Dreithorspitze, an .\lpinc peak about 
8,700 feet high, fell over a precipice and was 
killed. His skull was fractured, and his le.cf 
and arm were broken. Aiiolher Alpine fatal- 
ity is reported from Gratz, vvhcre a student 
was killed by a fall on the PfafTenkogcl, near 
.Stiiebing. 

Fraulein Kollcr, 24, a native of Appenxell, 
was killed on AVildkirchli, a niountnin some 
1,477 nietrcs high, in the Santis range. A 
wooden barrier against which she was lean- 
ing on a narrow path, Rkirting_:i precipice 4c 
metres deep, suddenly gave way, and the 
unfortunate girl was precipitated head fore- 
most into the abyss. Death was instantauf- 
ous. 

A ludicrous pretender to the throne of 
France has appeared in the person of a man 
styling himself Jules dc Bourbon d'Artois d ■ 
France. The " Matin " recalls that in 1809 
this personage, v.'ho.';e real name is Jules 
JMcnetrier, addressed a letter to the French 
press proclaiming himself the grand-nephew 
and legitimate successor of Henry V. The 
latest exploit of the son of the Duke of Brit- 
tany, as he also calls himself, is to announce 
his approaching marriage with Princess Vic- 
toria of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. 

The notorious brigand, Colla Morra. has 
died in jail, aged 77, a message from Rome 
records. He was sentenced to 13 years' penal 
servitude a few months ago for the murder of 
a comrndc, by whom he was given a chance 
to earn an honest living. Colla Morra was 
the last of the brigands of the theatrical order, 
and always conducted his raids in a costume 
snch as is only seen now on the comic opera 
.stage. In 1850 he was sentenced to 35 years 
as a galley slave, but he escaped a year or so 
later. He was recaptured, and sent back to 
the galleys for a longer term, but he escaped 
again. 

A MISTAKE AS TO THE PLACE. 

Right Rev. Alexander Mackay-Sniith, the 
witty coadjutor of the Protestant Episcopal 
Diocese of Pennsylvania, told a story recently 
at a dinner which was to the etfect that a 
young Scotch minister, having married the 
daughter of the wealthiest member of his 
church, in a country town in Pennsylvania, 
was obliged to apologize publicly for an error 
in the report of the wedding. The reporter 
had asked where the pa.stor and his bride 
intended to live, and had been told, " Al the 
old manse." As this statement appeared in 
print, the reply was, " At the old man's."

In Scotland stood the temple 
of Mars, in Cornwall the temple of Mercury, 
in Bangor the temple of Minerva, in Bath 
the temple of Apollo, at York the temple of 
Bellona, in London, one the site of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, the temple of Diana, and at Win- 
chester, where the Abbey rears its venerable 
pile, a temple of Apollo."

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HOLINESS. 

By Major J. N. Parker. 
IV. — How it is Obtained. 

There are certain conditions necessary be- 
fore the requirements for obtaining thi--^ ex- 
perience can be fulfilled. These, as well as 
the requirements for obtaining it, we will 
seek to make plain. 

No man can receive this experience until 
converted. Paul says, " Present your bodies 
a living sacrifice" (Rom. xii. i). Those who 
arc " dead in trespasses and sins " (Eph. n. 
i) cannot present themselves a living sacri- 
fice because they are dead. The only way to 
be made ajive is to be converted. Then, and 
only then, can the conditions for receiving 
sanctification or holiness be fulfilled. 

There mu,<vt also be conviction. Tills is a 
term that is generally very much misunder- 
stood. Many suppose that it means sonu 
remarkable feeling that God sends at a con- 
venient lime to those He wishes to be saved. 
Tliere are some people to whom God does 
send such feelings, and there are many peo- 
ple who would likely never be ,=;aved but for 
His kindness in doing- tin's, beoanse it is the 
onlv way to make them think so that they 
'.v.?.'y really see their duty. Now, conviction 
means to be convinced. In sanctification it 
means : 

1. Convinced that there is such an exper- 
ience. That there is is evident, for the Bible 
says so, and there are thousands in every age. 
whose word we cannot doubt, who have said 
they had this blessed experience. 

2. Convinced that it is for you. We are 
told that there is no respect of persons with 
God. The heart of man has been the same 
from the bes;inning, and what will meet the 
iiccti of any one will meet that of all. Then 
it is for you. 

3. That il is your duty to seek it. If there 
is such a thing, and yon Ciin have it, it is your 
duly to seek for it for your own and the 
world's sake, and because God is holy and 
has commanded yon to "be ye holy, for I 
am boh" (i, Peter i. 16). 

If you have been converted or sanctified, 
and have gone clear back into sin, and ari^ 
really dead spiritually, you will have to be 
converted again before you can expect to suc- 
cessfully fulfil the conditions for holiness. 
If you are converted, and laying aside ail 
feelings, for we must make this a matter of 
business, arc convinced that it is your duty 
to seek this experience, you are ready for the 
conditions. They arc as follows: 

1. It may seem useless to say so, as it is 
^o evident, but the thing to do is literally to 
come to God for this blessing. Do this in 
vour closet, at the Army, or any other, penit- 
ent form, or where you are the most likely 
to succeed, and do so as quickly as possi'ole. 
If you cannot do so in any way named, come 
even if yon must do so while at work. God 
will hear you. 

2. Givc'np anything in your life that you 
are not sure is right. God may have been 
nointing to something for a long time. 
" VVhat5oevi;f He saith unto you, do it " 
(John ii. 5). It is no use to go any further 
until you do. You may not feci like doing 
so, but do so anyway. This is the only way. 

3. Laying asicle all feelings, give yourself, 
and all you have and arc, with your plans 
and air-castles, to God. It these do not be- 
long to God, but to you, your way is not His 
way. This must be dealt with as literally 
as you would deed over a farm, or give a 
present, or make a purchase. It is a matter 
of business with God. 

4. The last point is faith, or how to come 
in touch with God. You are His because you 
have given yourself to Him, and He has ac- 
cepted you, for we are told, "liim -that coni- 



elli unto Me, I will in no wise cast out " 
(John vi. S7). This, then, is settled, and He 
says. " Whatsoever toucheth the altar shall 
be holv" (Ex. xxix. 37), and speaks of "the 
altar that sanctifieth the gift" (Matt, xxiii. 
ro) Now, God cannot lie. Here you must 
pay no attention to feelings. Faith depends 
upon vour choice, and has nothing to 
do with feelings. At this point leave 
what you are to receive entirely to God. You 
may have jovful feelings, or you may not. 
The highest state of grace is rest— precious 
rest from sin. God may fill you to ovcifiow- 
ing with Himself, and He mav not. Leave 
that to Him. If He does not at once. He 
may later. You can absolutely trust Him. 

■\'on have complied with the conditions and 
now the experience is yours, and He will keep 
vou. It is settled, and with thousands of 
others you can look up and say, " I've got 
it." Glory to God I

UOOKS OF THE NEW TESTAMENT. 
18. — ist and and Peter. 

Simon Peter, son of Jonas, a fisherman 'li 
Retiisaida, was one of llie foremost Apostles, 
by whom three thousand were converted on 
the Day of Pentecost (Acts ii.), and the first 
Gentile family admitled by baptism into 
Christianity (Acts x. 47, 48).' 

He is sent to the Jews scattered through 
Pontus, Galatia, Cappodica, Asia, and Bith}'- 
nia, i.e., the countries adjacent to the Black- 
Sea, to whom he addressed this Epistle, from 
Babylon, probably about A.D. 63. Its gen- 
eral design was to comfort them under af- 
flictions. 

2 Peter. — This Epistle was written when 
he apprehended his death (i. 14), and not 
long after the former Epistle, probably A.D. 
65. It is also addressed to the same persons. 
It is valuable, as containing the last words 
to his converts of one of the original twelve, 
and for certain personal traits, such as the 
mention of the transfiguration by an eye- 
v.'itncsp (i. 17, 18), and the commendation of 
Paul in his Epistles (iii. 15, 16).

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GENERAL CHARLES GEORGE GORDON. 

1833-1855. — Continued. 

In October, 1871, Gordon was appointed Brttlsli 
member of ehe international commission at Galataz 
for the Improvement of the navigation of the Sullna 
mouth of the Danube, In accordance with 'he treaty 
of Paris. During bis tenure of this office he ac- 
companied General Sir John Adye to the Crimea, to 
report on the British cemeteries there. On his way 
back to (Jalataz, In November, 1872, he met Nubar 
Pagha at Conotantinopl;, who sounded hlin as to hia 
succeeding Sir Samuel Baiter in the Soudan. The 
following year Gordon visited Cairo on his way home, 
and on the resignation of Sir Samuel tlaker was 
appointed Governor of the eciuatorlal provinces of 
Central Africa, with a salary of $BO,000 a year, "e 
declined to receive any more tlian {10.000 a year." 

Gordon went to Epypt In the beeinnlne of 1S74, 
and felt Cairo In February for Gondokorn. the seat 
of his Government, traveling by the Suez-Swakln- 
Berber route. He reached Khartoum on March 13th, 
stopped there only a few dr,y3, to Issue a proclama- 
tion and made arrangements for men and supplies, 
then continuing his journey he arrived at Gondokoro 
on April 16th, 

The garrison at Gondokoro at this time did not 
dare to move out of the place except in armed bands, 
but In the course of a year the conndence or tlic 
natives had been ealned, the country made safe, 
eight stations formed end garrisoned, the Govern- 
ment monopoly of ivory enforced, and sufltcieiit 
money sent to Cairo to pay nil the expenses of the 
expedition. 

At the close of the year, having lost eight members 
of his small European staff, Gordon transferred the 
seat of Government from the unhealthy station of 
Gondokoro, to Laido. By the end of 1S75 Gondokoro 
and Durth had been Joined by a chain of toitlfled 
posts a day^s Journey apart, the slave- dealers had 
been dispersed, and a letter post organined to travel 
regularly between Cairo and the verge of the Albert 
Naynnza, over two thousand miles .ts the crow nies. 

Gordon had visited also Magungo. Murohlson Falls, 
and Chlbcro, with a view to a tire of fortified po.sls, 
and he established for the first time by personal 
observation the course of the Nile Into Lake Albert. 

Although he had accomplished a great work since 
his arrival, his efforts to put down the slave trade 
were thwarted by Ismail Pasha T.Tcnub, Governor- 
General of the Soudan, and were likely to prove 
abortive so long as the Soudan remained a distinct 
Government from the equatorial provinces. He, 
therefore, at the end of 1876, resigned his appoint- 
ment and returned to England. Strong pressure 
was put upon him by the K'hedlve to return, and on 
January 13th. 1877, he left for Cairo, where he re- 
ceived the combined appointment of Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Soudan, Darfour. the equatorial prov- 
inces, and the Red Sea littoral, on the understanding 
that his efforts were to be directed to th^^ improve- 
ment of the means of communication and tile au- 
solute auppresalnn of the slave trade. Gordon Ilrst 
visited Abyssinia, where Walad cl Michael was 
giving a great deal of trouble on the Egyptian 
frontier. 

He settled the difficulty for a time and traveled 
across country to Kihartoum, w^herc he wi:3 Installed 
Governor-Genera], May 5th. 

.After a short stay there lie hastened to Darfour. 
which was In revolt; with a small fcree and rapid 
movementa he nuelleJ the rising, and by tiie humane 
consideration he showed for the suffering people, 
won their confidence and pacified the province. 

Before this was completely accomplished his at- 
tention was called awoy by the slave-dealers, who, 
headed by Kuleiman, son of the notorious Zebehr. 
with 6,000 armed men, had moved on Dar.a from 
their stronghold. Shaka. 

Gordon left Fischer on August 31st, 1S77, with a 
small body of men, which he soon outstripped, and 
In a day and a half, having covered eighty miles on 
a camel, entered Dara alone, to the surprise of its 
small garrison. The following morning, with a 
small escort, he rode into the rebel camp, upbraided 
Suleiman with disloyalty, and .announced his in- 
tention to disarm the band n.nd to break it up. 

Gordon's tearless bearing and strong wJll secured 
his object, and Suleiman returned wltli his men to 
Shaka. 

They rose again, and Gordon's Italian aide, Gessi, 
after a year's marching and fighting succeeded In 
capturing Sulelmon and some of the chief slave- 
dealers with him. They were tried as rebels and 
shot. J ^ , ,, 

The suppression of the slave trade had thus been 
practically accomplished, when on July Ist news 
arrived of the deposition of Ismail, and the succes- 
sion of Tewfik. whioh determined Gordon to resign 
his appointment. „ . , j ... 

On arriving at Cairo, the Khedive induced hini 
first to ta.ke a mission to Abyssinia, to prevent, if 
possible, war breaking out In that country. 

Gordon went, saw King John at Drebra fabor. 
but could not arrive at any satisfactory conclusion 
with him, and was abruptly dismissed. On his way 
tn TfTssnlP, he was made prisoner by Klng_ Johns 
men. and carried to Garramndhiri. wilierB ae .,as 
left to find his way with his lltUe party over the 
snowy mountains to the Red Sea. 

He reached Messowah on December 8tli, 1670 and 
on his return to Cairo the Khedive accepted his 
resignation,

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WHAT BECAME OF HAVING NO BUTTER FOR 
BREAKFAST. 

"When I WjXs A. boy," said Genera.! Grant, "my 
mother one morning found hereelf without butter 
for breakfast, and sent me to tMtrow some from a 
neighbor. Going into the house without knocking, 
I overheard a letter read from the son of a nelghbr.r 
who was tlien at West Point, stating that he had 
tailed in examination and was coming home. 1 got 
the butter, took it iiOme, and without wa^lting for 
breakfast ran to the oSlce of the congressman for 
Our district. 

"'Mr, Hammer.' I said, 'will you appoint me to 
West Point?' 

' No; Davis Is there, and has three yeai^s to 

"'But suppose he should fail, will you send me'.'' 

" Mr. Hammer laughed. ' If he don't go through, 
It Is no use for you to try, Uly.' 

"'Proml.se me you will give mc a chance, Mr. 
Hammer, anyhow.' 

" Mr. Hammer promised. The next day the de- 
feated lad came home; and the congressman, laugh- 
ing ot my sharpness, gave me the appointment. 
Now," said Grant, "It was my mother's being with- 
out butter that made me general and president." 

But he was mistaken. It was his own shrewdness 
to see the chance, and the promptness to seize 11, 
that urged him upward. 

As a boy at home, young Grant was distinguished 
for fearlessness, slowness, and certainty of com- 
prehension, and a certain Invincible pertinacity of 
will. " Aa a schoolboy," says hia biographer, " he 
never whispered, or lied, or awore, or quarrelled. 
He Insisted on solving all mathematical problems 
himself. He stood squarely upon his own knowledge 
of things, without resorting to trick or verbal mem- 
ory. He had an unusual balance of character, and 
good native Judgment, when twelve years old, in 
the absence of the lumbermen who were to help 
him, he loaded a waggon with heavy loga by his 
own mechanical ingenuity in the application of 
horse-power. At thirteen he drove a teajn six hun- 
dred miles aeross country, and arrived In safety. 

"He was resolute and unafraid always; a boy to 
be tru.stcd and counted upon — sturdy and capable 
of hard knocks. If he said, * I can do that,' he not 
merely meant that he would try to do It, but that 
he had thought his way to the auccesfiiful end of the 
undertaltlng. He w.is an unuSLially determined boy; 
and as a man he did not begin on anything until he 
understood It; unJ when he began, he stuck to It till 
It was accomplished." 

When the war for the Union broke out, he decided 
to enlist the moment he heard of the fall of Fort 
Sumter. In war he never knew when he was beaten. 
Of the battle of ShIIoh he said. " 1 thought I was 
going to fall, but I kept rlfi^it on." President Lincoln 
said of Genertil Grant, "I cannot spare this man; 
he tights. The greatest thing is his cool persistency; 
nothing can shake him off." 

General Grant was at New Orleans, and had Jugt 
been seriously Injured by a fall from his horse, 
when he received orders to take command at Chat- 
tanooga, which wna so sorely beset by the Confed- 
erates tiiat its surrender seemed only & question of 
a t&w d.iys. Grant at onee gave directions for his 
removal to tiie new scene of action. On transports 
up the Mississippi, the Ohio, and one of its tribu- 
taries; on a litter borne by horses for many miles 
through the wilderness: and into the city at last on 
the shoulders of four men— he was taken to Chat- 
tanooga. Things assumed a different aspect im- 
mediately. A mailer hnd arrived w^ho was equal lo 
the situation. The army felt the grip of Ills power. 
Before he could mount his horse he ordered an ad- 
vance. Soon the surrounding hills were held by 
ITnlon soldiers, although the enemy contested the 
ground Inch by Inch. 

Grant was no book soldier. Some of his victories 
were contra.ry to all the Instructions in military 
works. He did not dare to disclose his plan to invest 
Vicksburg: and he even cut off all communication on 
the Mississippi River for seven days, so that no 
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orders could reach him from General Halleck. his 
superior officer; (or ho knew that Halleck wont by 
books, and that he himself was proceeding contrary 
to all military theories. He was making a greater 
military history than had ever been written up tn 
that time. He was greater than all books of tactics. 
When Fort Henry was taken. ITalleck advi.'ierl 
Grant to defend bis i>osition; InsU.ad, ho at onci? 
marched against Fort Donelson, whose commander, 
after four days of hard fighting, sent :i nag of true.' 
to ascertain on what terms a capitulation could be 
arranged. 
"Unconditional and immediate surrender," wa.i 
the reply: "I propo.'ie to move Immedlatelv uiioii 
your works." At night, .atler tlie .'JHrreiKlor, he 
vl.slted his prisoner. General Buckner. and said. 
" Here, you take ^my jiurse; you must have lost 
everything."

Iron Solution. — Pure proto- sulphate of iron, 2dr. ; 
hot distilled water, 2oz. 

To develop, mix together two parts of o.\alate 
solution with one part of Iron solution, and pom- in 
one wave across the plate. Rock well during de- 
velopment, which It Is advisable to continue as long 
as detail is visible In the high lights of the picture.

One of these .should be laid neatly on tlie 
film, and .a thin protecting glass placed over It. the 
whole being bound together either by stout ijnpev 
or a thick bl.ack ribbon. The title ot the picture 
could he iirevlously written on the Tnaslt wllh white 
paint; or Chinese white, diluted with water, oan be 
used admirably as a white Ink tor the purpose.

In a nriountain near Elko, Nevada, theie Is an in- 
evhaustlblp Rupply of pure soap. One may entor 
the mine with a butcher's knife and cut out aa iaiHc 
a piece as he w,Tnts, It !s beautitully mottled, and 
on being exposed to the air hardens somcewhal. Tiie 
mountain of clay Is ot fine texture, and it contains 
boraeic acid, sod.a. .and borate of lime. Its color is 
given it by the iron and other minerals. In Its 
natural state It Is rather strong in alkali, and re- 
moves Ink and other stains readily. At one time it 
was used in all the lavatories on the Pullman car.s, 
hut as soon as this tact became generally known 
the cakes were carried away by tr.avelera as sou- 
venirs. The railway company could not supply the 
demand, so it was lorccd to discontinue Its use,

FA RGO^ S NEW C ITADEL. 

LAYING THE CORNER STONE— THE STRUCTURE WILL BE A CREDIT 
TO THE ARMY— ENSIGN GILLAM'S SPLENDID ACCOMPLISHMENT. 



Our work in Fargo has been hampered 
i'or years for want of a suitable building, anrl 
it is to the abiding credit of Ensign and Mrs, 
Gilhim tlrat the corps has at last not only 
secured a suitable lot, but will by the fall be 
located ill one of the finest buildings (of its 
size) in the West. The Ensign made a de- 
cided hit in the erection of the Calgary bar- 
racks, but he has gone one better in the 
present instance. It was an arduous task to 
undertake, but persistency and hard work 
li.is bro(!ght abou't the desirfid end. The 
Ensign has devoted most of his time 
to the building opera+ions, while the 
corps work has been ably superintended by 
Mrs. Gil lam and Capt. Weir. 

The stor.e-laying v.'as quite an pvpnt in 
the history of the city, and we clip the fol- 
lowing account of the same from the Fargo 
Daily Forum and Republican: 

What perseverance will do, and keeping everlast- 
ingly at Iti Is Tvell Illustrated In the erection In thia 
city of the S-alvatlon Army barracltg, now In courso 
of conatruciion, and for wliloli tht iOrre- stone w,t5 
laid under the most nusplcfous circumatances, and 
in the presence of on a-udlence of upwards of 2,000 
people oE all classes of society In Fargo. It was dur- 
ing: the winter months, when the present quarters 
of the Salvation Army were crowded, meeting after 
meeting, to their fullest c-np-Trlty, that the Idea came 
to the de^'out and earne^^t Army workers, '* Why not 
make an effort to secure a building of our own?" 
Ktisljjn Gillam ma.de tiie sugffestlfin ta scvera.! busi- 
ness mpn whom he knew were In hearty accord and 
sympathy with the Salvation Army work, and their 
encourafirement Inspired an active c.xnvass of the 
city, with the result that very soon Eneiffn GlUam 
3!id W. O. Olaen, who had promised him his per- 
iiOnal assistance, had secured a very substiTn-fal 
nucleus for a building fund, and one Ti^ich met the 
conditions for securlnff assistance from the Army 
Headquarters In Winnipeg. The amount of money 
secured and pledged, warranted the ordering of 
plans and the puroliase or a site for a ntw barracks. 
The oonKummaJtion of well-directed effort and a pos- 
itive realization by the people of Fargo that the 
Army is doing a work peculiarly Its own, and is 
accompllahlnp results In the uplifting of the unfor- 
tunate and those who are down, occurred last night 
in the ceremony which created so much wide-spread 
Interest. 

To witness the ceremony of laylnBT the corner ston-^ 
.a large concourse of people gathered near the site 
nf the new building. Second Avenue North, between 
Broadw.'^y and Robert Streets, on the same side of 
tlie -street as the Public Library. The place for the 
uifinp "'n« thp nnrthwpst corner of the structure. 
The speakers' stand for the ceremony covered the 
tiltlre site of the building, and was profusely decor- 
ated with dacs and trl-colored buntinff. Prominent 
at the corner of the stone wait the large stiindard 
of the Salvation Army, above which proudly floated 
the national colors of the IJnUecI States. M the 
left of the speakers was seated the uniformed Cadet 
Bar.d of the Agrieult"r.n.l ColleKe. which had volun- 
teered its services for the occajsion. 

Mayor "Wall presided over the ceremonies, and on 
ills right salt tJnslg-n Gillam, and on his left Hon, 
Tj, u, Hnnna, w.ho laid the stone. Others on the 
platform were Hon. Frank H. Dickinson, of Ayr, 
W. O. Olsen, Architect W. C. Albrant, who planned 
the building. Kevs. Dickinson, Hayworth, Romsdahl, 
Worden, and VermHy.t, Mrs. Ensign Gillam, Capt- 



W^elr, Messrs Trent. AmerJand, Bathrlck, Judge 
A. Q. Hanson, Editor Trovaten, and behind them 
were seated the active men and women workers of 
the Army. 

Rev. C. H. Dickinson opened the proceedings witii 
prayer. Mayor Wall, In announcing the program 
for the Interesting ceremony, stated that to him U 
was a pleasure, and Is was with a feeling of pride 
that he was called upon to participate in the cere- 
mony which so many had gathered to witness, and 
more so because he wji3 in the fullest sympathy and 
accord with the work which had been done by the 
Army in Fargo. "Long may it prosper, la our 
prayer." 

In an address which followed. Rev, G. H, Dickin- 
son, of the First Congregational Churcih, cited sev- 
eral Instnncps of renl nr.'Lctlca.l good which had been 
done by the Army, and which he knew of by his 
own personal contact with the work in the east. The 
speaiter was followed by a duet by Ensign and Sirs. 
Gillam. Rev. C. B. Vermllya, of the Robert Street 
M. E. Church, spoke on the origin of the Salvation 
Army, which came out of a peculiar city mission 
worh done iTr.ins the oivt'-nstc r>f T.oTirinn by Genera.i 
Booth. The speaker saJd he had no doubt at aJl 
but that the Salvation Army wag born of God and 
by conditions ol the peculiar life. In the great cities, 
to-day. 

Mayor Wall, after removing a sliver trowel from 
a leather case which lay on the table in front of htm, 
took Hon, L. B. Hanna by the arm and Introduced 
him to the audience and bade him lay the cornel- 
stone, at the same time handing him the silver 
trowel, which was engraved In old Engli.ih as fol- 
lows: 



Stepping to the froTit of the platform Mr. Hanjin, 
who was received with loud applause, stated th.at ha 
did not know why he had been called upon to lay 
the corner stone, tor really he knew so little about 
"operative " masonry. He, however, v.^ould do the 
beat he possibly could. It wa.s a ple.-i.sure for him to 
do so, for he waa In hearty sympathy with the work 
of the Army, and he knew of his own knowledge 
that much good work had been done In Fargo. It 
had and could do more than any other church or 
denomination for the common people — ^the down and 
uiifortunaie — for whom it loved to ^\iork and take 
interei?t In, for as Lincoln onee ,<«ild, "The Lord 
must have loved the common people, tor He made 
so many of them." 

Mr. Kanna then T:pread the mortar and soOi the 
stone was lifted to its place, and after tapping it 
with the trowel Mr. Hann.a pronounced the stone 
flrmly and truly laid. The front of the stone bears 
the following inscription, deeply engi'aved;

After singing by Ensign Gillam and Miss Ander- 
son, to guitar accompaniment, addresses were made 
by Revs. S. B. Hayworth and S. Romsdahl. During 
selections hy' the band the ladies of the Aj-my took 
up a tree-v.lll offering from among the people, 
which was to be devoted to the building fund. The 
collection amounted to $83. Mr. Hanna announced 
that the building would cost. v.'hen complete, {10,800, 
of that .amount Fargoana have subscribed $3,600, 
the Salvation Army JKUt advanced $5,000 aa a. loan, 
and the balance must be raised by the local workers. 
The latter are encouraged to believe that the build- 
ing will be dedicated free of debt, outside the loan by 
Headquarters. 

The closing prayer was made by Rev. c, W. 
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Worden, and that was followed by ail L!:.. people 
singing "America," the A. C. bund playing the 
accompaniment. During the proceedings Ensign 
Gillam very graciously thanked all who li;iil asalateil 
him in making the ceremonies of the etvninp so 
successful and interesting, and for the services of

Aiiutlier feature of a.pop!e:cy. which jo imporiant, 
is tile pulse. The pulse is Bloiv and very full, alrlk- 
ing against the finger, when phaced upon it, with 
great force. The face is flushed and u.sually livifl; 
the skin Is warm and moist. If the eyelids are ralsei 
it will be observed that the pupils are ofien con- 
tracted to very Rnxall sizes; and they aro also ol 
unequal diameter. The Ilmhs which are jiaralyiei 
are oft-times rigid so that they cannot he bent, 
either by the patient himself or t)y otiier.'j. Early 
in the attack the patient usually vomits. 

The loss of consciousness varies extremely Jn Its 
dur.atlon; It may pass away In a few minutes, or It 
may persist for houra or even days. Gcno-al!? 
.ipfTiklng, the severity of the attack, so car .'it least 
as danger to lite is concerned, may be esllniated by 
the time the p.atlent remains unconscious. If con- 
sciousness be recovered in a few mlnuti'S. there is 
not usually Immediate danger to life; but If un- 
consciousness continues for ten or twelve hours, 
without manifesting signs of improvemenl, the out- 
look fnr the patient's ultimate recovery is doubtful. 

It is Important to distinguish apoplexy from the 
ordinary fainting fit. This is marked liy pallor of 
the face, and usually "weakness of the licarl's action, 
as shown by the pulse, .and sometimes by complete 



A condition which presents a much gieriter re- 
semblonoe to the symptoms of apoplexy is epilepsy, 
or the " falling sickness." After the epileiitic pa- 
tient has fallen to the ground, he lies In an uncon- 
scious state, breathing slowly and laboriously, Ms 
face swollen ana livid, foam and blood i.s.^.]ing from 
his lips. In these symptoms there is :iii extrerao 
resemblance to apoplexy, and from these alone It 
would be almost impossible to distingulsli Ijetween 
them. Yet the attendant circumatanees make the 
diagnosis easy, for the epileptic fit is u.'fually pre- 
ceded by convulsive movements, or a scream. Then, 
again, in a very few moments after tlie pilient has 
fallen Into an epileptic fit, his limbs, 
rigid at first, become strongly convulsi 
ecutes Jerking movements with the arm 
and usually with the face; hlfl eyes lO 
llvldlty of Uie face gradually decrease

Wnen labelling Jam, or other pots, always put the 
labels on the aide where they can be seen without 
taking the pots down. 

Rubbing with a cloth dipped In paraffin will not 
only clean, but also Improve the appearance of a 
shabby black Iron bedstead. 

To prevent mustard drying up too quickly, try 
the experiment of mixing It with milk instead of 
water. The mustard will. It anything, be Improved 
In taste. 

Rusty steel knives should be first rubbed with a 
flannel dipped in paraffin, and then pushed up and 
down In garden mould or turf till all the rust Is re- 
moved. 

It the leaves of ferns are put flat under a carpet 
for the summer months, they make pretty decora- 
tinnn for the autumn, as they will lie green and 
dried. 

To clean straw hats dissolve Ave conta' worth of 
Halts of lemon In a cup of Dolling waier, well clean 
the straw with this, and when dry brash over with 
white of egg, 

Blistered and sore feet may be greatly relieved by 
rubbing each night with methylated spirits. Before 
putting the stockings on In the morning rub the 
soles of the feet with soap.

In water, only just warm; well wasli the china, in 
this with a soft mop or brush. Rinse In clear cold 
water, then place on a cloth folded twice and leave 
until dry; on no account attempt to wipe them. 

If It Is desired to shut off the view from any wln- 
/lo"' It >-Rr bf flnne very cheaply by disi30lvlng In a 
flttie hot water as much Epsom salts as the water 
win absorb. Faint over the window while hot, and 
you will have a very good imitation of ground glasa. 

A good furniture polish is made by mixing to- 
cether one gill ot vinegar, and two gills of linseed oil. 
Put all Into a bottle and shake well before using. 
Apply sparingly with a soft flannel, and polish thor- 
oughly. It the furniture Is dirty, wring a cloth out 
In cold water, and rub with this before apnlylntr the 
polish.
